RED ARMY OPENS 
NEW OFFENSIVE 
ON FINNISH FRONT 


Has Broken Through De- 
fenses North of Lake 
Onega, Moscow Says 
—Drives Past Viipuri. 


LONDON, June 21 (AP).—Red 
army troops opened a new offen- 
sive in Karelia north of Lake 
Onega otday and broke through 
enemy defenses east of Medvezhe- 
gorsk, at the northern tip of the 
lake, Moscow announced tonight. 

The city of Medvezhegorsk lies 
on the Murmansk-Leningrad rail- 
way 240 miles northeast of Viipuri, 


newly captured by Leningrad 
front armies in a drive which has 
threatened to sweep Finland out 
of the war. 

“Between Lakes Onega and La- 
doga,” said the broadcast com- 
munique, “our troops assuming 
the offensive broke the enemy’s 
resistance on the southern bank 
of the river Svir and occupied 
more than 200 inhabited localities, 
including Voznesene, a_ district 
center of the Leningrad reégiou 
(on the southwest shore of Lake 
Onega).” 

Victorious Russian troops which 
occupied Finland’s fortress seaport 
of Viipuri yesterday meanwhile 
drove on toward the capital city of 
Helsinki, where the Germans were 
reported exerting pressure to keep 
their small ally from suing for 
peace. 

The Finnish radio, which told of 
the Russian advance, urged all 
persons whose presence was not 
essential to evacuate Helsinki, 
which lies about 135 miles west of 
Viipuri.

LONDON, June 21 (AP).--The 
London Daily Mirror’s war corre- 
spondent said in a dispatch from 
France today that 13 Canadian 
prisoners had been lined up and 
shot by the Germans in a French 
village now in Allied hands. 

The correspondent, George Mc- 
Carthy, said the men had died 
with the photographs of, “their 
loved ones—their wives, sweet- 
hearts or children’—clenched in 
their hands and that it was clear 
the Canadians had, “been lined up 
to die.” He said the bodies were 
discovered in the grounds of a 
chateaw in the village of Audrieu, 
south of the Bayeux-Caen railway 
line.

(William H. Stoneman, corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Daily 
News and the Post-Dispatch, said 
that everything points to the’ pos- 
sibility of the Germans making 
their last stand in Fort du 
Roule which he described as “a 
small-scale Gibraltar.” He said it 
had big guns protected by con- 
crete bunkers, scores of machine 
gun pill boxes and a great network 
of underground passages.)

CHICAGO, June 21 AP).—The 
American Democratic National 
Committee, a group opposed to a 
fourth term, decided yesterday to 
call a convention of “all anti-New 


dent Roosevelt. 


two-day caucus, approved a reso- 
lution saying: “If the Democrat- 
ic national convention renomi- 
nates the President for a fourth 
term or nominates a New Dealer, 
we recommend that the executive 
committee call a convention of all 
anti-New Deal organizations to be 
held as soon as practicable after 
the major party conventions.” 
Earlier, after a closed meeting, 
William J. Goodwin of New York, 
treasurer of the organization, an- 
nounced a resolution had been ap- 
proved calling on the Republicans 
to form a coalition ticket headed 
by men like Gov. John W. Bricker 
(Rep.) of Ohio and Senator Harry 
F. Byrd (Dem.) of Virginia. 

The pronouncement was brought 
up in open session three hours 
later, and it was killed after a 
lengthy debate. Goodwin and 
Ralph W. Moore of Texas led the 
fight for the proposal on grounds 
that it would represent a ‘“con- 
crete” and “workable” course of 
action, 

But opposition was expressed by 
John J. O’Connor, former New 
York congressman, John Regan of 
Minnesota and others, who con- 
tended efforts against a fourth 
term should be exerted first at 
the Democratic convention. 

The committee appealed to “all 
lovers of liberty regardless of pre- 
vious party affiliation to unite 
with us.”

How It t Might Have Been 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Many suffered an understandable sick- 
ening shock at the first report of Ameri- 
can casualties in Normandy, and it may 
be helpful to all of us to consider how 
Gesperately more costly this action 
might have been. 

Suppose there had been on the Norman 
shores, as was considered entirely pos- 
sible, batteries of enormous coastal guns 
such as almost certainly exist along 
the shorter Calais-Boulogne Channel 
route defenses” unless our bombers have 
beaten them down, Some 12, 14 and even 
16-inch guns could have been expected, 
guns of deadly effect at 15 and more 
miles’ range. 

Shells of such caliber concentrated on 
even one large troop ship could easily 
have caused a greater loss of life than 
has been reported from the _ entire 
French invasion up to this writing. (The 
Bismarck sank the Hood wtih one such 
shell—and the loss of life probably ex- 
ceeded 2000 men.) 

The Channel was literally full of 
ships, large and small, Among these it 
may be assumed were a number such 
as, for instance, our own America and 
the British Mauretania, either of which 
might have had 3000 to 5000 or more 
men aboard. If the Queen Mary and the 
Elizabeth were in the liberating flotilla, 
they could have carried many, many 
thousands of troops; for the short Chan- 
nel haul, purely at a guess, as Many as 
15,000 or 20,000 men each. 

Consider, then, a barrage by really 
heavy ‘coastal guns against a massed 
fleet within easy range, against many 
ships carrying from 1000 men up to 
several thousands each and one can real- 
ize that our death list, before an Allied 
soldier other than those from the air 
ever touched shore, could easily have 
been as great as our entire list of 
casualties as reported last week end. 

Not the least of many things for 
which to give thanks in our initial lib- 
eration move into France is the small 
casualty list as compared to what might 
have been. And Hitler must guard the 
vast coastline from North Cape to the 
Spanish border and along the Mediter- 
ranean and the Adriatic—to say nothing 
of the Russian frédnt—lest we find other 
invasion spots as soft as that between 
Cherbourg and Havre. He can’t do it.

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We Need a Strengthened China 


China, waging its seventh year of war, stands 
in its greatest danger at this moment, with the 
fall of strategically important Changsha, At the 
same time, We stand in our greatest need of 
China's aid, 

We who lend-lease to nearly all the free world, 
and who like to think of ourselves ag givers 
rather than needers of assistance, now depend 
utterly upon our Asian ally for a weapon of war 
indispensable and beyond price: for the major Far 
Eastern bases from which our planes can fly. 

Last Thursday's Super-Fortress raid on Japan 
from Chinese bases—and the disclosure that 
these bases exist—combined to say to the people 
of the United States, clearly and understandably 
for the firat time, that we rely upon China for 
aid, and that for the sake of many American 
lives we must see that China remains able to 
sustain our reliance. Vice-President Wallace’s 
arrival in Chungking Tuesday, after a tour of 
Stberia, is a symbol of this necessity, and his 
mission will be a success to the degree that it 
contributes to strengthening our Chinese ally. 

To China we are indebted for the precious 
sites on which our airfields have been built, “the 
single greatest concentration of American air 
bases in the world,” in the words of James 
Stewart, an AP correspondent who has visited 
them. To China we are indebted for the labor 
of 430,000 of its people, raised in the largest single 
levy of Chinese man power since the building of 
the Great Wall 2000 years ago—-for farmers who 
laid the crushed rock foundations of the fields 
entirely by hand. 

These bases must continue in operation, so 
that our planes can shatter and fire and finally 
destroy Japan’s war power at its source, and so 
that they can provide the essential air umbrella 
when Gen. Stilwell by land and Adm, Nimitz 
by sea hold the tryst they have sworn to keep 
somewhere on the coast of China, to drive the 
invader out, 

e* .® . 

Our possession of the only major air bases 
from which we can strike at the home islands 
of Japan depends upon the strength of China 
to resist the Japanese armies on its own soil. 
Today that ally’s strength is being drained away 
as never before: not only because the weakening 
effect of long war is cumulative; but also be- 
cause, with the mounting of Allied might against 
Japan, the fury of Japan mounts in desperation 
against China, 

The major campaign which the Japanese are 
waging in Hunan Province—designed, according 
to the Tokyo radio, to “cut China in two”’—is 
evidently in response to Nimitz’s announcement 
of his intention to drive to the Chinese coast, 


Jt is on good precedent that one of Secretary 


Hull’s Far Eastern advisers predicts that Japan's 
revenge for the Super-Fortress raid will be ex- 
pressed in still stronger blows at China. Japan’s 
objective, in pressing on from Changsha toward 
the rail center of Hengyong, is control of the 
Peiping-Hankow and Hankow-Canton railways. 
If she could achieve it, she would be able to cut 
us off from our bases to the eastward, pour in 
war supplies from Manchuria, and considerably 
reduce China’s resistance. In such an event, the 
war might be lengthened and its cost in lives 
increased—no one can say to what extent. 
While Allied military and naval forces are 


fighting to reopen China's lines of supply from 
the outside world, there are immediate ways in 
which we can be at work to reverse the declining 
trend of Chinese power, 

1, We can utilize our Super-Fortress fleet at 
least once for a crushing biow In support of the 
defenders of the Chinese homeland. It is true 
that the Super-Fortresses’ agenda will be cruelly 
limited by gasoline scarcity so long as the supply 
must be flown in from India over the Himalayas, 
so long as transportation consumes three and 
one-half tons for every four tons delivered. It is 
true also that only the military command can 
make the decision. But the military should feel 
free to strike a blow for China, with confidence 
that public opinion back home would support 
it and not demand instead some more spectacular 
effort in our more obvious interest. 


2. We can persistently seek a working ar- 
rangement between the Chungking Government 
and the Chinese Communists, and 


3. We can urge Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
to institute, at once, long-overdue reforms in the 
efficiency of his administration and his tax laws. 

Mr. Wallace’s trip to Chungking has roused 
hopes that we are taking diplomatic action to- 
ward both these important objectives, hopes fed 
also by the visit there of the chairman of the 
Chinese Communist Border Region Administra-+ 
tion, Lin Tso-han. But there has been as yet no 
real indication that we are applying determined 
pressures where they must be applied to close the 
gap: upon Chiang and Marshal Stalin.

Except for a brief accord at the very start of 
the fighting in 1937, Chiang’s Kuomintang party 
and the Communists have been continuously 
hostile toward each other, with active fighting 
reported as recently as last September. This 
state of civil war has immobilized, on the border 
between the two forces, some 100,000 Nationalist 
and 200,000 Communist troops—among the best 
fighting men in the country. It also deprives the 
Nationalist Government of some of the ablest ad- 
ministrators, who are in the Communist ranks, 


Tax reform, or a beginning on it, could serve 
two useful purposes: It could retard the infla- 
tion which ig currently threatening the Chinese 
monetary system With disintegration, and it could 
serve ag an earnest of democratic intentions for 
postwar reform. Financially, China’s war thus 
far has been waged by the poor. The tax in kind 
on rice is still the most productive form of 
revenue. Income tax is a mere 4 per cent and 
does not apply to cost-of-living bonusés, which 
comprise 90 per cent of the income of salaried 
people. The net result is that the over-all in- 
come tax on salaried/ income ia less than one- 
half of 1 per cent. As a whole, the people of 
wealth in China have paid only 3 per cent of the 
cost of the war, 

These measures of unity and reform are not 
s0 considerable as to be impracticable, But 
limited as they are, they would add much to the 
Chungking Government’s fighting strength; 
would mean more, applied now, than more am- 
bitious improvements later on. In the present 
hours of China’s crisis, American diplomacy 
bears a heavy responsibility, for it may easily 
be the determining factor, either for negation 
or for affirmation.

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Plea for the Paratroopers 


There is no longer much argument about the 
fact that the paratroops have the most hazardous 
and most harrowing job of all the fighting 
services, These men land in small numbers be- 
hind the enemy's lines, take tremendous risks in 
accomplishing their missions, and often have to 
fight their way out against great odds. But 
before they land, they dangle helpless in the 
air, made-to-order targets for any skulking 
sniper. Then, on the moment of landing, comes 
the need for getting rid of the parachute and its 
bulky harness as quickly as possible, and pre- 
paring for swift action. 

Surely our paratroopers are entitled to the 
utmost protection that the military leadership 
can give them. It is disconcerting and dis- 
tressing, therefore, to hear from Richard L, 
Stokes, war correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
that many paratroopers have lost their lives in

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Why Congress Stepped In 

President Roosevelt found an objectionable prin- 
ciple in the bill passed by Congress for increasing 
oil production from the Elk Hills naval reserve, 
but he has signed the bill because of the wartime 
emergency. The objection he cited is a real one, 
for Congress has assumed what amounts to ex- 
ecutive power in the handling of this oil field, 

The encroachment of one Government branch 
on the functions of another is always undesirable, 
and many Washington battles are fought over 
the issue. On this occasion, however, the Navy 
Department brought the loss of authority upon 
itself by making a contract with Standard Oil 
that was so one-sided, in the company’s favor, 
as to draw immediate demands for readjustment 
when it was brought to light. Congress, distrust- 
ing the Navy Department so far as oil leases 
were concerned, therefore assumed the power. 

The best way for Government branches to fore- 
stall loss of authority is to do their work effi- 
clently and faithfully.

True tragedy of Europe’s Jews is failure of their Western friends 
to do what they know is right, writer says; many lives could be 
saved and hope revived by establishing free ports; urges President 
not to delay offering evidence of American sincerity and humanity, 


I. F. Stone, Washington Correspondent, in The Nation 


The establishment of temporary intern- 
ment camps for refugees in the United 
States, vividly named “free ports” by Sam- 
uel Grafton of the New York Post, is in 
danger of bogging down. Every similar 
proposal here has bogged down until it 
was too late to save any lives. I have 
been over a mass of material, some of it 
confidential, dealing with the plight of the 
fast-disappearing Jews of Europe, and it is 
a dreadful story. 


I need not dwell upon the authenticated 
horrors of the Nazi internment camps and 
death chambers for Jews. That is not 
tragic, but a kind of insane horror. It is 
our part in this which is tragic. The es- 
sence of tragedy is not the doing of evil 
by evil men, but the doing of evil by good 
men, out of weakness, indecision, sloth, in- 
ability to act in accordance with what 
they know to be right. 


Are They Mere Words? 


The tragic element in the fate of the 
Jews of Europe lies in the failure of their 
friends in the West to shake loose from 
customary ways and bureaucratic habit, to 
risk inexpediency and defy prejudice, to 
be whole-hearted, to care as deeply and 
fight as hard for the big words we use, 
for justice and for humanity, as the fanatic 
Nazi does for his master race or the fa- 
natic Jap for his Emperor. 


A reporter in Washington cannot* help 
seeing this weakness all about him. We 
are half-hearted about what little we could 
do to help the Jews of Europe as we are 
half-hearted about our economic warfare, 
about blacklisting those who help our en- 
emies, about almost everything in the war 
except the actual fighting. 


There is much we could have done to 
save the Jews of Europe before the war. 
There is much we could have done since 
the war began. There are still things we 
could do today which would give new lives 
to a few and hope to many, 

The hope that all is not black in the 
world for his children can be strong sus- 
tenance for a man starving in a camp or 
entering a gas chamber. But to feel that 
your friends and allies are wishy-washy 
folk who mean what they say but haven't 
got the gumptiogq to live up to it must 
brew a poisonous despair. 

When Mr. Roosevelt established the War 
Refugee Board in January, he said it was 
“the policy of this Government to take all 
measures within its power... consistent 
with the prosecution of the war... to 
rescue the victims of enemy oppression.” 


Many Do Escape 


The facts are simple. Thanks to the 
International Red Cross and those good 
folk the Quakers, thanks to courageous 
non-Jewish friends in the occupied coun- 
tries themselves and to intrepid Jews who 
run a kind of underground railway under 
Nazi noses, something can still be done 
to alleviate the suffering of the Jews in 
Europe and some Jews can atill be got 
out. Even under the White Paper, there 
are still 22,000 immigration visas available 
for entry into Palestine. 


The main problem is to get Jews over 
the Turkish border without a passport for 
transit to Palestine. “Free ports” in Tur- 
key are needed, but the Turks, irritated 
by other pressures from England and the 
United States, are unwilling to do for Jew- 


ish refugees what we ourselves are still 
unwilling to do, 

Only an executive order by the Preal- 
dent establishing “free ports” in this coun- 


try can prove to the Turks that we are ! 


dealing with them in good faith; under 
present circumstances, they cannot but feel 
contemptuous to our pleas. And the longer 
we delay, the fewer Jews there will be 
left to rescue, the slimmer the chances to 
get them out. Between 4,000,000 and 5,000,- 
000 European Jews have been killed since 
August, 1942, 


Few Could Object 


There are people who say the President 
cannot risk a move of this kind before 
election. I believe that an insult to the 
American people. I do not believe any 
but a few unworthy bigots would object 
to giving a few thousand refugees a 
ternporary breathing spell in their flight 
from oppression. It is a question of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s courage and good faith. All 
he is called upon to do, after all, is what 
Franco did months ago—yes, Franco. 


Franco established “free ports,” intern- 
ment camps, months ago for refugees who 
fled across his border—refugees, let us re- 
member, from his own ally and patron, 
Hitler. Knowing the Fuehrer’s maniacal 
hatred for Jews, that kindness on Franco’s 
part took considerably more courage than 
Mr. Roosevelt needs. 

Official Washington’s capacity for find- 
ing excuses for inaction is endless, and 
many people in the State and War de 
partments who play a part in this matter 
can spend months sucking their legalistic 
thumbs over any problem, 


Too Little, Too Late 


A little more than a year ago, Sweden 
offered to take 20,000 Jewish children from 
occupied Europe if Britain and the United 
States guaranteed their feeding and after 
the war their repatriation. The British 
were fairly rapid in this case, but it took 
three or four months to get these assur- 
ances from the American Government, 
and by that time, the situation had wors- 
ened to a point that seems to have blocked 
the whole project. 

In another case, the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment offered visas for 1000 Jews if ar- 
rangements could be made within a cer- 
tain time for their departure. A ship was 
obtained at once, but it took seven weeks 
for British officials to get clearance for 
the project from London, and by that time 
the time limit had been passed. The rec- 
ords, when they can be published, will 
show many similar incidents. 

The news that the United States had 
established free ports would bring hope 
to people who have now no hope. It 
would encourage neutrals to let in more 
refugees because we could take out some 
of those they have already admitted. Most 
important, it would provide the argument 
of example and the evidence of sincerity 
in the negotiations for free ports in Turkey, 
last: hope of the Balkan Jews,

Many a solid citizen, nurtured on a tra- 
dition of American nationalism to which 
the memory of George III symbolized Brit- 
ish colonial policy, must find rather puz- 
ziing the spectacle of a British world or- 
ganization composed, on the one hand, of 
the suppressed masses of India, and on 
the other hand, of the self-governing do- 
minions, bound together under the West- 
minster statute of 1931 in the free associa- 
tion of the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions. | 


Such a citizen may not altogether agree 
with Sir Edward that the British people 
have for the last century consistently 
worked toward decentralization of author- 
ity within the Empire. Yet, since the 
author represents the Conservative party, 
it may be assumed that such decentrali- 
zation will be a determining factor in fu- 
ture British policy. 

Certain principles are set forth which, 
the author says, must underlie future con- 
structive thought about the Common- 
wealth: (1) “The independent sovereignty 
of governments and Parliaments should 
in no way be impaired.” (2) “In applying 
the co-operative rule of the Common- 
wealth in any particular situation, full al- 
lowance should be made for the effects 
of geography, custom, sentiment and race.”

Those areas of the colonial empire which 
are now denied self-determination would 
be granted a progressively greater degree 
of independence as they become better 
able to defend themselves. The members 
of the Commonwealth would work together 
for preservation of peace and promotion 
of organized security, and to this end the 
co-operation of the United States would 
be almost indispensable. 

Regional councils, patterned after the 
present imperial conferences, are to be 
instituted in those areas where the re 
sponsibilities of different parliaments con- 
verge; that is, in the Pacific, in Africa 
and in the Atlantic. Britain herself, under 
this program, would assume the difficult 
role of giving leadership to the nations of 
Western Europe. 

Adherents to the declaration of Mackinac 
as well as those who subscribe to Mr. 
Roosevelt’s recent pronouncements on 
American postwar foreign po*Micy should 
here find little that would challenge them 
to take direct issue with the discreet Brit- 
ish Under Secretary.

“Asia’s Lands and Peoples,’”’ by George B. Cressy. 

(Whittlesey House, New Yark.) 

The excellent thing about Mr. Cressy’s 
book is that it brings together a very great 
volume of information, including pictures 
and maps, about countries which are now 
prominent in the news. China, Japan and 
Russia are dealt with, as well as Turkey, 
Burma, the Philippines, The Netherlands 
Indies, Thailand, Indo-China, Malaya, etc. 

The chief drawback is that the informa- 
tion has not been presented either very 
entertainingly or very illuminatingly, and . 
some of it appears to have been written 
before late developments and not too well 
worked over to bring them into account. 

However, for the reader who, in follow- 
ing the march of events upon the Asian 
continent, wishes often to refer to further 
facts that will increase his understanding, 
“Asia's Lands and Peoples” is a compact

There was no turning of heads, 
however, when this sound was 
drowned out by the ripping clat- 
ter of machine gun bullets across 
the blunt nose of the boat. 


A Poignant Moment. 


The heavy doors swung open, 
and, if the men in the front line 
hesitated, it was only in‘spirit, for 
they immediately began jumping 
clumsily off into the water and 
stumbling forward. In twos afid 
threes and fours, their compan- 
ions followed them. None held 
back, of course, but none hurried. 
Apart from the fact that it didn’t 
geem to be the sort of thing that 
could be done hurriedly because 
of the crowded space and the awk- 
wardness caused by the equip- 
ment each carried, the boys must 
have beén deeply troubled and 
afraid, although that fact wasn’t 
written on their faces.

men actually being killeds scenes 
of the dead lying heavily on the 
sand or being rolled gently by the 
water, and scenes of the wounded 
being carried back to the boats.

We Cannot Escape It. 


The second question comes back 
to us as we see the picture. For it 
is we who have put the boys where 
they are, on battlefields all around 
the world. 


The answer is that custom, the 
custom of ages, seems to have 
given us the right—and the ter- 
rible responsibility. As you look 
at the picture, however, you are 
apt to be asking yourself, ‘Should 
we be doing it?” You ask it, al- 
though you know the answer, 


You know we are doing some- 
thing we cannot escape doing. You 
know that while we didn't start 
this bloody business, we do have 
to stop it—that nobody else can. 
Britain could not stop it and Rus- 
sia could not. Both were about to 
go down to destruction when we 
stepped in. And we did not step 
in simply to save ourselves from 
‘a war that was moving close to 
(us. We stepped in to obliterate war 
‘itself. A lot of cynical things are 
‘being said these days, but deep in 
‘the hearts of American fathers 
'and mothers who have given their 
sons to the war, and deep in the 
hearts of all of us, is the convic- 
_tion that a way can be found and 
will be found to make war impos- 
sible.

Senate approval of the bill came 
a day after an Administration- 
sponsored compromise broke a 
deadlock in the Senate-House con- 
ference committee over the textile 
pricing * amendment by Senator 
Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama. The 
compromise retained the Bank- 


tion costs plus a profit to millers. 
Other Provisions, 

The bil would bar food subaidies 
after June 30 next year, unless 
Congress specifically appropriated 
for them. It also would relax 
rent controls in individual “hard- 
ship” cases, liberalize procedure 
for legal protests against OPA 
regulations, and reduce penalties 
for price ceiling violators who 
could prove in court their viola- 
tions were not wilful or the result 
of negligence. 

However, the bill arms OPA 
with authority to initiate treble 
damage suits against price viola- 
tors if consumers fail to act, and 
members of the conference com- 
mittee said that, taken as a whole, 
it would not weaken existing 
stabilization machinery. 

War Mobilization Director James 
F. Byrnes was disclosed by Legis- 
lators to have taken the lead in 
working out the cotton-pricing 
agreement, 

Bankhead’s Comment. 

Bankhead said the modified 
amendment “wasn’t all I wanted 
but I think we make substantial 
progress for the farmers.” 

Henry M. Hart, associate gen- 
eral counsel for the OPA, said 
the compromise might result in 
some increases in textile ceilings, 
but declared they would “not be 
serious.” The OPA had estimated 
the original Bankhead amendment 
would have cost consumers 350 
million annually, 


Calling the compromise satisfac- 
tory to the National Cotton Coun- 
cil, Rhea Blake, Memphis, Tenn., 
executive vice-president, said it 
met the council’s demand that 
OPA price textiles on an individ- 
‘ual item basis, rather than an 
over-all basis of industry profits. 


FUEL SAVING PERMITS EASED 
WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP),.— 


The War Production Board today 
authorized householders to apply 
masonry veneer to existing houses, 
as a fuel-saving measure, without 
obtaining WPB approval. 

Another change in the con- 
struction order, applying to 
industrial structures, permits 
the installation of heating equip- 
ment designed to save fuel, with- 
out WPB approval, if the total 
cost does not exceed $25,000 in- 
cluding the cost of the equipment, 
and if the cost of the instajla- 
tion excluding the cost of equip- 
ment does not exceed $5000.

NE of my earliest remem- 
() rrances of plain custard is one 

we made down in the Ozarks. 
The baking was done in a large 
bread pan about two inches deep, 
16 inches long and 10 inches wide 
and at a very low temperature. 
When it was done and slightly 
cooled, it was firm enough to cut 
in squares and lift out whole onto 
shallow serving dishes. Thinned 
tart jelly, maple syrup or caramel 
sauce and sometimes cream made 
rich and attractive embellish- 
ments. The following custard is 
a modern version of that old-time 
one, 

Caramel Sauce Cusrard. 

T -cee-fourths cup sugar, four 
eggs, three cups milk, one tea- 
spoon vanilla, one-fourth cup 
flour, one-fourt!. teaspoon salt. 

Have a heavy skillet hot. Grad- 
ually sprinkle one-half cup of the 
sugar over the bottom and let 
caramelize. Shake skillet vigorous- 
ly to distribute the sugar. Take 
care that al] the sugar caramelizes 
to the stage of golden brown in 
color.

Mix 
the remaining one-fourth cup 
sugar with the flour and salt 
and mix with the milk mixture.

Treatment 


Of Skin Ills 
In Children

HE BABY’S skin should be 

thoroughly cleansed, dried and 

powdered befors putting on 
the clean diaper. And even then 
napkin area rashes or diaper 
rashes may occur. Many mothers 
assume that these are all of the 
game kind and primarily due to 
the reaction of the baby’s delicate 
skin to filth, but while this is the 
primary factor in most instances, 


there are several other kinds of 
diaper rash and each requires its 
own form of treatment. 


The simple form is a mild in- 
flammatory reaction of the skin 
to either ammoniacal or acid dis- 
charge, it is an irritation, not an 
infection. There is no break in 
the skin and the redness and itch- 
ing are the result of an irritative 
process showing in the response 
of the blood vessels (redness) and 
nerve endings (itching) of the 
skin, Nearly every baby reared 
in a state of civilization experi- 
ences some degree, mild to se- 
vere, of this condition. 


The treatment and prevention 
of this relatively simple form of 
dermatitis is common sense selec- 
tion, care and washing of the 
diapers. There is no rule about 
how often diapers should be 
changed, and depending on chang- 
ing conditions and the state of 
irritation of the young hopeful’s 
behind, the ritual of changing and 
cleansing should’ be observed as 
often as indicated. The soiled nap- 
kins should be washed in soap 
and water (not washing soda) and 
then soaked in a mild antiseptic 
solution (saturated boracic acid), 
and rinsed and dried thoroughly. 
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BUT COMPLICATIONS may oc- 
cur to this simple irritative derma- 
titis. The skin may become macer- 
ated and broken and germs get in 
causing impetigo, as the pustular 
eruptions of the skin are called 
in technical language. This may 
take the form of discreet abscesses 
or ulcers, or may be a petty dif- 
fuse filtration of the skin with 


pustular secretion and debris for- * 


mation. The treatment here is by 
the application of some germicidal 
agent such as 2 per cent silver 
nitrate solution or ammoniated 
mercury ointment, or, nowadays I 
suppose, the most popular is some 
form of sulfa drug ointment. If 
silver nitrate is used the applica- 
tion should be followed by a sooth- 
ing ointment such as zinc oxide, 


Yeast and ringworm infections 
are others that may superimpose 
themselves on the simple napkin 
dermatitis. Here the use of Whit- 
field’s ointment is naturally indi- 
cated. In fact, in any stubborn 
rash in this area which does not 
respond to the measures of clean- 
liness, soothing lotions and pus- 
germ antiseptics, it is proper to 
suspect ringworm as the causative 
factor.

A PERFECTLY natural compli- 
cation of any of these conditions 
is that the rash may appear on 
the baby’s heels. Natural] because 
the baby’s kickings whilst lying 
on its back during changing time 
bring the heels into contact with 
the infected surface. 


Still another form which resists 
stubbornly all the ordinary meth- 
ods of treAtment outlined above is 
scabies, or itch. It is due to the 
entrance of the itch mite into the 
ekin. In infants, in fact, this part 
of the skin is the site of election 
for the infestation of the itch 
mite: in adults, of course, it is 
the web between the fingers. Once 
the diagnosis is established the 
treatment should be by balsam 
of Peru, because very young chil- 
dren do not react well to sulphur, 
which is the standard drug for 
the treatment of scabies in adults. 
However, it may have to be used 
if results are not obtained by 
other methods.

IRGINIA MacWATTERS, col-

Miss MacWatters, it might be 
pointed out, is one of the few 
coloraturas whose voice range 
reaches high ‘G’ above high ‘C’, 
She is sorry she will have no op- 
portunity to show St. Louisans 
how she does it in either role here. 
“However, I may sing an Italian 
aria as an encore in ‘Eileen’, which 
has.some very high notes in it,” 
the singer concedes. 

One of the high moments of her 
student days was the time she 
was asked to sing before the 
Crown Prince of Sweden, when 
he visited Phialdelphia in 1938. 
“At the time, I thought I was 
having a very difficult time get- 
ting ready for the performance, 
but it all seems a little funny to 
me now,” she gays. “You see, I 
decided to sing ‘Visions,’ by the 
Swedish composer, Sjoberg, for 
Prince Gustave Adolf, and I was 


anxious to sing it in his native 
language. Since I didn’t know 
Swedish, I went one evening and 
gorged myself on smorgasbord at 
a Swedish restaurant while a 
Swedish waiter taught me how 
to pronounce the words. Then I 
bought a new white dress for the 
occasion. At 5 o'clock the after- 
noon of the performance, I found 
that I needed a new girdle with 
the dress—but I was downtown 
and had only 65 cents in my 
purse,” 

“First,” she continued, “TI tried 
to go to a department store and 
charge my purchase—but it was 
too late.

Is there any connection be- 
tween the words “barber” 
® and “barbarian”? 


A. None whatever. 
stems in the Latin barba, 
beard.” 


“Barbarian” has a most unusual 
history. It began in ancient San- 
skrit as barbara, a word imita- 
tive of the confusing speech of a 
foreigner. The word entered 
Greek as barbaros, and Latin as 
barbarous, and both expressed the 
contempt which was felt for those 
speaking a foreign tongue. The 
ancients ridiculed foreign speech 
as sounding like a_i continuous 
“bar-bar-bar-bar.” 

Richard Puttenham, an English 
author, said in 1589, “The Greekes 
and Latins, when they were domi-

natours of the world reckoning no 


language so sweete and ciuill 
(civil) as their own, and that all 
nations beside themselves were 
rude and unciuill, called them 
barbarous.” 

But savagery and cruelty were 
not always implied, for St. Luke 
(Acts xxviil, I) used the word in 
describing the friendly conduct of 
the people of. Melita toward the 
shipwrecked mariners: “The bar- 
barous people showed us no little 
kindness.” So Luke merely meant 
“natives,” for, as we may infer 
from Cicero, Melita (Malta) at 
that time was highly civilized. 

At any rate, “bar-bar” to ex- 
press the sound of gibberish has 
entered many languages: Arabic 
barabara; Hindustani barbarana; 
Persian barbar; Modern Greek 
berberos; Spanish  barbular; 
French barbouiller; Gaelic bur- 
burus, etc., all of which are de-

HAVE pointed out repeatedly 
that experts rarely double slam 
contracts when they hope to 
defeat them one or even two tricks. 
Paradoxically, however, they some- 
times do double when they cannot 
expect, by any stretch of the 
imagination, to win a single trick! 
I refer to such a case as this:

East’s double was, of course, a 
pure psychic, intended only to 
throw the declarer off in hig play 
of the hand. The bidding suggest- 
ed that North-South lacked an ace 
—if South had had three aces he 
probably would have continued 
with the Blackwood five no trump 
after hearing North's announce- 
ment of one ace—and considering 
East's horrible holding, it also was 
likely that West had another pos- 
sible trick. If East passed, West 
might open his ace, and that fig- 
ured to be fatal. Finally, the 
double might cause South to mis-_ 
place any minor honors he lacked. 

It was greatly to West's credit 
that he read East’s intentions per- 
fectly. Without the double, he 
might have laid down the diamond 
ace or led away from the club 
queen, either of which would have 
made the slam contract cold, but 
after the double West looked only 
for a safe lead, and found it in a 
trump. The time came when de 
clarer had to guess how to play 
the diamonds, and falling for 
East's double, he led from dummy 
and put up the king. West won 
and returned the suit, and that 
was that!
